As of Tuesday at 3:45 p.m., a mystery still 
surrounded the flooding of two stores in downtown 
Sierra Madre, Little Stuga and At The Beach. The 
flooding occurred last Tuesday night. 

City Administrator Jim McRea said, “We are 
still unable to identify the problem. 1 am waiting 
for a report from the contractor (doing the work 
in Mariposa Parking Lot). The contractor broke a 
water line at 38 W. but that is a considerable 
distance from the two flooded stores.” 

The story began to unfold when The News talk¬ 
ed with Christopher Valencia of Christopher’s An¬ 
tiques. He reported that when he left his nearby 
store about 7 p.m. Tuesday evening he heard what 
sounded like water running. When he came in the 
next morning about 9 a.m. he heard the same 
noise. 

Sam Perlof, landlord of Valencia, Little Stuga, 
At The Beach and Madre Hills Travel, had been in¬ 
formed of the problem and asked Valencia to 
allow a plumber to go into the stores. 

"Joan (Sheets) had a key to Sue’s place (At 


The Beach) and when we went in there the bathroom 
faucet was full on. I understand that Sue’s little 
daughter had tried to wash her hands Tuesday night 
and had told her mother there was no water. Ap¬ 
parently, at that time the water was turned off to 
some of the buildings there and we were not in¬ 
formed,” Valencia told The News. 

Sheets said, “I had a call from my landlord 
(Sam Perlof) at 8 a.m. Wednesday morning and he 
said that George Lopez from Touch of France 
had called him that there was a leak in the basement 
under my storage area. Cyrene Bryan, my employee, 
had opened the shop that morning. When I got 
there she was just standing in the back of the store, 
looking at the water. Christopher (Valencia) came 
over and we opened Sue’s store (At The Beach) and 
found water pouring out of the faucet. She said there 
was no water running when she left Tuesday even¬ 
ing.” 

Sierra Madre Fire Inspector Dave Naylar said 
the Fire Department was called at 9:50 a.m. Wednes-

Council to discuss 
transportation Aug. 14 

Transportation services for Sierra Madreans 
will be the subject of a public hearing before the 
next City Council meeting on Tuesday, Aug. 14, in¬ 
cluding both in-place services and additional pro¬ 
grams available. 

Currently in place are three programs: SMART 
(Sierra Madre’s Augmented and Restricted Trans¬ 
portation) taxi service, Dial-A-Ride, the mini-bus 
service and FACS (Foothill Area Community Ser¬ 
vices) van service for seniors and handicapped only. 

The SMART program makes available any li¬ 
censed cab for transportation within the city or to 
the bus connection area at Coco’s Restaurant on 
Michillinda and Colorado for a 25-cent fee each 
way for seniors and 50 cents for others. 

The city picks up the remainder of the taxi 
fee, which ranges from a minimum of $3 to as 
much as $6, with Prop A funds. 

The program is currently costing approximately 
$66,000 a year, according to City Administrator 
Jim McRea. 

The service is available Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. and Saturdays from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. 

The Dial-A-Ride program offers the same 
services and fees, with the addition of transpor¬ 
tation to the Arcadia medical complex restricted 
to 9 a.m. each day with return trip at 3 p.m. 
Rides can be arranged to the medical complex at 
other times for a fee of $1 each way. 

The city pays a flat contract for the Dial-A- 
Ride service of approximately $72,000 a year. The 
city owns the two mini-buses and the contract ser¬ 
vice provides drivers, maintenance and insurance. 
Only one mini-bus is available at a time during the 
hours of 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. weekdays and between 
9 a.m. and 5 p.m. on Saturdays. 

An extra charge of $17.50 per hour is levied 
for drivers outside the contract hours. Unlike the 
taxi service, Dial-A-Ride buses cannot go into

Percell case to proceed Sept. 28

On Sept. 28, a trial date will be set for The 
People vs. Jeffrey Stephen Percell in Pasadena 
Superior Court G. Presiding Judge Charles Lee 
announced last Friday that on June 25 he had received 
official notice that the stay had been lifted. 

The District Court of Appeals had stayed the 
trial proceeding earlier in the year when Percell’s 
sister, Linda Sue Tissell, requested funds from their 
murdered parents’ estate. The funds presumably 
were to be used to hire private counsel for Per- 
cell’s defense. Tissel later withdrew her petition; 
however, the stay has remained. 

“1 want to put this case back on the conveyor 
belt,” stated Judge Lee. “It was taken off the con¬ 
veyor belt by the stay. I'he matter is firmly back in 
this court. We cannot proceed without a trail date.” 

However, Percell’s co-counsel, attorney Michael 
Crain, argued effectively tor a time waiver. Crain 
recently has taken on the position of Percell’s co¬ 
counsel after Percell refused to be represented by 
public defender Mike Dufley. 

Crain told Judge Lee that he was not piepared 
to litigate penal code 1382 which calls tor a new 
trial to proceed 60 days after writ of permission 
to go forward, but that it could be argued because 
of Percell’s unusual case. 

“(Section 1382 is) not a model of simplicity 


or clarity,” observed Crain.” He also stated that he 
is working with another murder case and would have 
a time conflict. 

Crain argued that because this case was compli¬ 
cated and called for many witnesses, if the counsel 
was not adequately prepared it would be very bad 
for the defendant to go to trial. 

Percell, who in the past has stated that he feels 
his speedy trial rights have been violated and has 
been unwilling to waive time, conferred with Crain 
briefly and agreed to postpone the next pre-trial 
conference from the originally suggested Aug. 14 date 
to Sept. 28. 

At that time, a trial will be set for within 60 
days. The court will also take up the Discovery 
Motion which has not yet been completed between 
Percell and prosecuting attorney, Elton Simms. 

During the proceeding of May 24, Percell had 
made a motion to disqualify Simms on the basis of 
bias and prejudice. The motion was denied last 
Friday. Percell had failed to file the necessary 
supporting papers and so placed no justification 
before the court. 

Simms is representing The People in this case 
which involves the murder of John and Alice Per¬ 
cell, who were found shot to death on Nov. 16, 
1988, in their Sierra Madre home. Jeffrey Percell, 
their son, is pleading not guilty. 


URM deadline down to wire 


Owners of 49 buildings in downtown Sierra 
Madre have been notified by the city that they have 
180 days in which to comply with state-mandated 
Unreinforced Masonry (URM) requirements or tace 
unspecified penalties. 

Penalties levied by other cities have ranged from 
requiring a non-compliance sign to be posted in win¬ 
dows, alerting the public to continuing earthquake 
hazard, to orders for “building abatement,” which 
would mean demolition of the building. 

Sierra Madre has not yet determined the pen¬ 
alties which would be meted out in the city. 

To date one URM building has been demolished 
and has now complied with the URM requirements 
and three others have work in progress. 

The city has made available a $30,000 Com¬ 
munity Development Block Grant (CDBG) to help 
in underwriting the cost of engineering analyses on 
work needed to bring buildings into compliance, 
with a single engineering firm selected by the city to 
be assigned the task for those availing themselves of 
the offer. 

Tlie 180-day deadline applies to tying building 
roofs to walls, considered the most critical of the 
requirements for earthquake hazard abatement. 

If additional work is found to be necessary, 
involving foundations and the walls themselves, 
three years will be allowed for compliance before 
penalties are levied, according to Steve Pock, Build¬ 
ing Inspector. 

The regulations adopted by city ordinance in 
December call for compliance with Article 1 of 
Chapter IX, Division 88 of the Los Angeles Muni¬ 
cipal Code, with additional requirements for glass 


and glazing and rehabilitation of all parapets of 
unreinforced masonry or concrete. 

The ordinance went into effect on the first of 
March this year and the three-year deadline com¬ 
menced on that date. 

Five of the original 61 buildings listed as URM 
structures were demolished by fire last December. 

The remainder are occupied by businesses and 
institutions falling into eight categories: banks, 
markets, retailers, offices, restaurants, garages, reli¬ 
gious institutions and mixed uses. 

All stand to be potentially affected by the 
URM work which could range from minor repairs 
to major rehabilitation or even total demolition and 
rebuilding. 

Extensive rehabilitation could cause massive 
relocation on the part of tenants. 

A total of 63 businesses and institutions 
stand to be affected, including 12 on North Bald¬ 
win, six on South Baldwin, two on E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., 33 on W. Sierra Madre Blvd., eight on Ker- 
sting Court and one on East Montecito, as well as 
one on North Sunnyside.

Devise a fire escape 
plan now. Also, install smoke detectors, 
test them monthly and make sure you 
replace the batteries annually.

Rodent control offered 
to Sierra Madreans 


The Los .Angeles County Department of Health 
Services is warning communities that the rodent 
population typically increases during the warm sum¬ 
mer months. Yards containing dense foliage are par¬ 
ticularly attractive sites for roof rats that are com¬ 
mon to this area during the summer. 

Ivy, date palms, avocados and citrus trees, 
and other lush vegetation, provide the roof rat 
with food and shelter. Roof rats will also establish 
nests in Algerian ivy, bougainvillea, oleander bushes, 
other thickly matted shrubbery, piles of wood, gar¬ 
ages, and attics. The rats are capable of gnawing 
through walls and electric wiring, says Sean Joyce, 
assistant city administrator of Sierra Madre. 

Several measures may be taken by residents to 
decrease the likelihood of infestation in and around 
your homes. 

— Prune or trim shrubs, vines, ivy and other vege¬ 
tation when they are too thick to see through. This 
prevents rats from nesting in them. 

_ Prune treev 18 inches away from buildings and 

roofs. 

— 1 rim large shrubs two feet below roof line. 


— Band palm trees and cut off dead fronds. Use 
two to three feet of sheet metal and place it at least 
three feet above the ground. 

— Neatly stack woodpiles 18 inches off the ground 
and 12 inches from a wall. 

For further assistance, the Los Angeles County 
Department of Health Services provides rodent con¬ 
trol investigations to the general public through 
Environmental Health’s Vector Control Program. 

These investigations involve property inspections 
to confirm infestations, identification of factors 
which contribute to rodent presence, and the dis¬ 
semination of verbal and written information regard¬ 
ing specific rodent control methods. Additionally, 
free rodent poison is available as a tool to aid in 
rat and mouse control to those who qualify, 
says Joyce.

day morning and found the rear of Little Stuga 
under water, about two inches deep. 

“We pumped out about 100 gallons of water 
and tried to pick up some of the stock that was on 
the floor. The water was off for some time for some 
unknown reason late Tuesday and during the after¬ 
noon or early evening came back on," Naylar re¬ 
ported. 

Sam Perlof, landlord, said he was waiting to 
hear from the city concerning “the finding from the 
contractor.” 

“The four toilets in those four businesses are 
in a cluster. Mud and rust came up in the toilets 
in Little Stuga and At The Beach and it had to 
come from someplace. Something was done out there 
(in the parking lot being constructed). It was definitely 
the fault of something being done in the re¬ 
development of the parking lot. I’m assuming they 
have property damage insurance to cover. If a pipe 
broke, the water would not contain mud and rust 
as was seen in the toilets of those two flooded 
businesses. I’m in a wait and see situation, 
awaiting hip surgery on Aug. 29." 

Perlof’s wife, Annette, has recently had knee 
replacement surgery, and his hip prosthesis, installed 
years ago, must be removed and replaced, he said. 
Meanwhile, Little Stuga has replaced carpeting. 

Meanwhile The News asked Sheets about the damage 
and she answered, “About $2000 in stock plus 
the carpet plus the loss of business. 1 hope to be 
open once more this weekend.” 

The News was unable to reach Colby on Tues¬ 
day before press time.

Toward the end of this month, my wife, 
Edda, and 1 will celebrate our 32nd year as a 
team. In my Rotary Club, that still qualifies 
us as newlyweds. Edda’s ready to spoil grand¬ 
children.

Main Street’s partnership building effort 
is just two and one-half years old. Will it sur¬ 
vive to celebrate three plus decades? Certainly 
there appears to be enough love of community 
to sustain us. If that was all we needed we 
could easily look ahead to celebrating a golden 
anniversary. But, like all long-term partner¬ 
ships, more than love is required if downtown 
Sierra Madre is to remain dynamically alive. 

The single objective of Main Street is re¬ 
vitalization of downtown. Interesting thoughts 
occur if the marriage/revitalization analogy is 
pursued. For instance, marriage in the 1950s 
in the midwest meant children. Today, marriage 
may mean two independent careers, accumula¬ 
tion of economic wealth, saving the environ¬ 
ment and adoption/support of a third world 
child or children.

By the 
way, that last mouthful sentence is the basis 
of the Main Street approach.

One of his many noted 
works, “Following 
Abraham Lincoln,’’ 
took over 11 years to fi¬ 
nish and consisted of 523 
etchings that were issued 
in parts. The Lincoln 
Memorial University 
awarded Wall a doctor¬ 
ate of Humane Letters 
for this magnificent 
set. 

In 1921, Wall com¬ 
pleted the first all-etched 
journal in graphic art 
history. Wall’s Etched 
Monthly. Another of 
his all-etched jour¬ 
nals, The Etched Minia¬ 
ture Monthly Magazine, 
was produced in Sierra 
Madre in 1948. He also 
compiled and issued 
etched pictorial bio¬ 
graphies of such people 
as Thomas Jefferson, 
Marquis de Lafayette, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
and many others. 

Some of his many 
other accomplishments 
include his instrumental 
efforts to persuade 
congress to raise the fa¬ 
mous battleship Maine 
from the bottom of Ha¬ 
vana Harbor. He also 
originated the series of 
Sunbonnet postcards in 
1899 which are now 
collectors’ items, and 
was awarded the nation¬ 
al title of “Postcard 
King” in 1911 for design¬ 
ing over 5000 comic 
“greeters” for Schlesin- 
ger Brothers.

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Students learn to manage 
finances in summer school 


Terri Klier is teach¬ 
ing kids at St. Rita 
School some of the ba¬ 
sics of life, such as 
how to determine 
whether or not you can 
buy a car on your salary 
and whether or not you 
should go to college. 

The two summer ses¬ 
sions now being taught 
by Klier, classes in 
grades 4 through 8, are 
tough. If you make a 
mistake, you eat it, she 
says. If your salary 
says you can’t afford a 
car, you walk. If you 
can’t afford enough 
food, you don’t eat. 
It’s tough but it’s real 
life. 

Klier calls her courses 
“Real Life Math.’’ 
And to prove how to go 
about setting up a 
budget she took her 
students to Imperial 
Savings and had 
Lupe Davis, opera¬ 
tions manager, put them 
through the paces. 

“The students learn 
about finances through 


one-on-one exper¬ 
ience. They spend two 
weeks planning and 
charting their future. 
They buy stock 
and chart it on the ex¬ 
change. This is your 
typical job for an 
18-year-old,’’ Klier 
says. 

Davis says, “These 
students learn how a fi¬ 
nancial institution 
operates. And some¬ 
times they ask really 
difficult questions. 
They really try to 
do a good job and 
Terri teaches them the 
things they need to know 
in the world.” 

Course one is, in Klier’s 
words, “designed to help 
students truly master 
and increase their 
speed in the basic 
facts, addition, sub¬ 
traction, multiplication, 
and division. Facts are 
the foundation of all 
mathematics.” 

She calls course 
two. Real Life 
Math, and says this 


course will teach them 
how to measure for 
cooking. “We are re¬ 
quired to eat all of our 
‘creations’ so we 
must learn to measure 
accurately.” 

How to improve study 
skills is the third 
course and it helps 
kids to learn and study 
effectively. 

If students don’t 
feel they can support 
themselves on the salary 
they have from a high 
school diploma, they 
are encouraged and urged 
to attend college so they 
may command a better 
salary. Students are 
urged to inverview some¬ 
one who has as the job 
they most want to have 
and they are urged to 
draw up a dream job. 

How do the kids 
feel about it all? They 
listened intently and 
hoped they wouldn’t 
have to “eat their 
mistakes.”

Sometimes a single story carries with it a 
wallup greater than the impact of any full- 
length novel. Or, as Ralph Waldo Emerson 
said, “One moment of a person’s life is a fact 
so great as to take the lustre out of all 
fiction." 

1 was reminded of such a story recently as 
tears caught in the voice of a church soloist. 

It spoke again as 1 talked with a man who had 
just held his dying father in his arms. Later 
it was at the restaurant table as woman told 
of her .1.1-year-old brother’s death in an airplane 
crash. 

It began to feel like one of those “can 
you top this” kind of days. But its meaning 
seemed to be explained as 1 remembered a story 
Milbre Burch tells in her “Saints and Other 
Sinners" repertoire. 

Titled, “Wilbern’s Story," what I am 
about to synopsize is no way does justice to 
Burch’s original monologue or the power of her 
dramatic presentation, but the gist of it is this: 

Hugh, in the course of an evening walk 
with Wilbern, his young wife, prepared her for 
his certain death from a recurring cancer by 
relating this tale: A father goes out hunting 
with his son, when he leaves his son alone for 
a moment, a bear comes, attacking and killing 
the little boy. The father returns, discovers 
with horror the body of his son, wraps it in a 
blanket and returns home. He tells his wife 
she musi find a pot in which to prepare the 
“kill" hut it must be a pot in which no meal of 
sorrow has ever been prepared. 

The wife goes from house to house, finally 
she must give up and return empty-handed, 
telling her husband there is no such pot to be 
found anywhere, no home in which a meal of 
sorrow has never been prepared. 

I he man then somberly replies, “and to¬ 
day sorrow has come to our house,” and re¬ 
veals the lifeless body of their son. 

Ihere is no happily-ever-after ending to 
the story, just as 1 could not become a 
sudden I’ollyanna as 1 listened to the true life 
losses of my friends today. 1 could only pass 
on the wisdom of “Wilbern’s Story” as 1 had 
received it as a member of Milbre Burch’s 
audience. Hut as is the case in many of our 
stories, there is a hope that completes it, Wil¬ 
bern continues to tell us: 

During the course of their walk, Wilbern 
tore her new skirt, a symbolic ripping she un¬ 
derstood and later explains, “Losing Hugh was 
like having the fabric of my life torn 
apart, but where it was mended, it was a little 
stronger." 


1 hope that at an appropriate time you 
might remember the message of “Wilbern’s 
Story.” And by the way (By Word of Mouth) 
Milbre will be telling more stories of The Wild 
West (maybe the happy ending kind) Wednes¬ 
day, July 18, at 10 a.m. at Sierra Madre Lib¬ 
rary, 440 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. Don’t miss her 
if you can help it.

driveways and drivers cannot leave the buses to 
assist patrons. 

The FACS program provides service on a 24- 
hour notice basis anywhere within five miles of Sierra 
Madre or 10 miles for medical purposes for the 
same fee, but limited to seniors and handicapped. 
The city reimburses the FACS program $7.50 per 
ride within the five mile radius $9.50 for longer dis¬ 
tances within the 10-mile-limit. 

The FACS vans take patrons to the Pasadena 
mall and shopping in the Altadcna area, but only 
to the medical complex in Arcadia 

This service costs the city, in Prop A fund 
reimbursements, $3115 in the past year. 

During the past year the city received $117,054 
from Prop A funds and about $6900 from the ser¬ 
vice fees. Held in Prop A reserve funds at the 
end of the 1988-89 fiscal year was $290,000 with ap¬ 
proximately $110,000 of that being spent this past 


year including $75,000 for the two Dial-A-Ride buses. 
Costs for the three in-plaee programs was about 
$141,000. 

The three other programs which will be under 
consideration on Aug. 14 include a Leisure Service 
Excursion program under which the city could pro¬ 
vide transportation for trips anywhere in Los Angeles 
or contiguous counties, as city-sponsored activities. 

Another would involve Main Street and trans¬ 
portation to and from the central business district 
as a means of cutting down on parking and traffic 
in the downtown area, with the possibility of 
merchants giving out transporation tokens to custo¬ 
mers. 

The sixth program would involve the addition 
of several new bus shelters and securing of a shelter 
maintenance contract by the city.

In motion pictures the 
importance of the direc¬ 
tor is obvious. Whether 
the producer, the actors, 
the designers, the special 
effects people, the 
camera men, the editors, 
all the hundreds of peo¬ 
ple that it takes to make 
a major film do their 
jobs well or badly, it 
is the director that the 
public gives the credit or 
the blame. It is, or should 
be, the director’s vision 
come to life. 

To the average thea¬ 
ter goer, the director’s 
part in the stage play 
may be less obvious. In 
avante garde or extremely 
innovative productions 
the director has a 
striking part, but the 
average, fairly real¬ 
istic play may seem to 
direct itself. Some 
people who have not 
given it much thought 
may get the impression 
that the actors do it. The 
script says “Enters 
through door up left. 
Looks out the window. 


Kisses her,” etc. and all 
they have to do is do it. 

Actually, the stage 
director not only keeps 
the actors from tripping 
over each other but is 
responsible for the 
naturalism with which 
the “live” in the set, 
and, more important, 
the particular empha¬ 
sis that gives the play 
its theme. With the 
actors, he decides just 
what is going on in the 
head of each character 
when the character stands 
silent, as well as when he 
or she speaks. 

This dissertation on
